z^ ORICTN , PURPO SE, m GENERAL ACT IVITIES OR ORGANIZAT^IONS |^-^^ 

According to an article ins the ^'Newark Star Ledger," a daily y^ ^^^^^^^ 
morning newspaper published at Kewarlc,_N.J^, dated S/3/52, H. KEITH THOiyiPSOM 
was interviewed by a reporter and furnished the following information: 

THOICSON is quoted as stating that' in March oi' 1952 he organized 
and became head of two American committees ^ one is "The Committee for the 
Freedom of J'lajor General REMER" and the other is "The Coinmittee for Inters 
national Justice."- The purpose of these committees is to secure the release 
of all German iriilitary personne:!, now in jail as war criminals <, The s^rticle 
continued that THOiyiPSOM openly admits he speMs all his spare time trying 
to obtain American support for the So^^list^^^h^^tv in the West German 
Republic J together with xrorking for ^nerele^p'^^^^^^^y^s war criminals 
of World War II. This list includes RUDOLPH-^ HESS and Admiral KARL DOENITZ. 
THQI^SON is quoted as sajdng, "and if HERMAN GOERING were pti^l alive and in 
prison, I^d work for his release, too." Further^ that GOERING, HESS and the 
others were cqnvict^d on "fraudulent evidence," THOMPSON is quoted as saying 
that he has appealed to the .State Department, the United, Nations, and, in fact, 
to about everybody. 

The functions pf these committees is to provxde humanit^risja relief 
to members of the families of the 1,045 German soldiers held as war criminals; 
to work for i^h^ voiding of the indictment against 'i^ia jor General REMER, and to 
work for the end of the persecution by the government of West Germany of all 
minority political parties. 

TH0i4PS0N is quoted to the effept that he corresponds with persons" 
all over the world including Sir OSWALD lOSELEI, British fascist leader, and 
the wife of Admiral DOENITZ^ who is being supported by his committee.. 

The article stated that THOMPSON is a mild-mannered f3:*iendly 
young man who will patiently explain the ideology o^ his cause and who doe$- 
not let himself be provpked into heated discussions.. 

The article stated that THOi'IPSON^s closest contact in the United 
States is EDV/ARD FIECKEMSTEIN of W^ehawken, N,J,, a New lork lawyer, and in 
Germany Dr^ GERHAHDT KRUEGER, Secretary General of the Socialist Reich Party. 
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While denjringthat the Socialist Reich Party is a new NAZI party ^ 
THOMPSON is quoted as admitting that it has adopted the best of the program 
of the»Third Reich" and has rejected such things as antirSemitism,

It further 
reflected that in 1952, H. KEITH THOMPSON, 
together with HAROliD K, THOIdPSON and his xvife, 
OAROLIKE L,, was listed as residing at Apartment 
13, 380 Main St., Chatham, N,J. 

Newark Confid^tntial Informant T-1, of known 
reliability, advised that H. KEITH THOMPSON, who 
resides with his parents, Itr. and J5rs, HAROLD K. 
THOMSON, at Apartment 13, 3S0 i-iain St., Chathsjn, 
N.J., has advised him that h^ is the Executive 
Secretary of the Committee for Freedom for Major 
Genera^L BMM and the Committee for International 
Justice. T-1 further advised that correspondence 
addressed to the above^nained committees was received 
by H. KEITH THOi^iPSON, 

Newark Confidential Informant T-2, another Government 
agency which conducts security-typ^ investigations, 
advised that HARQLD KJSITH THO^IPSON, Jr., was born 
9/17/22 at Orange, N.J. T-2 stated that he is the son 
of ¥ir. and i^'irs. HAROLD K, THOMPSON, 10 St^ Lawrence 
Ave., MapXewQod, N.J. T-2 continued that THOJ'IPSON 
joined the United States Naval Reserve 6/12/42 with 
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Serial Number 404-30-68. He attended Yale 
University as a member of the Naval ROTC. On 
2/22/46, THOiyiPSON accepted a regular commission 
in th^ United States Navy with the Supply Corps 
under Naval Serial Number 4^2931 > which commission 
he held until 12/30/47, at ^hich tdiie he resigned 
from the United States Navy In 'order to accept a 
commission as Second Lieutenant in the United 
States Marine Corps on I2/31/47, Serial Number 
049515*.

3/22/50, page 16, together with editions on 4/I9/5O 
and 6/7/50^ 
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T-.2 further advised that on the date of ^ 6/22/5O 
THOMPSON wrote the Secretary of the Mavy that, 
"I am forced to conclude that you have acted in 
my case contrary to your oath of. office and have 
participated in a conspiracy to deprive me of my 
civil rights for solely political motives* Jt 
is my intention to seek appropriate remedy in the 
courts in view of the fact that the dismissal is

It is noted that the California Committee on un--. 
American Activities, Report dated 1949> cited the 
"National Guardian'^ newspaper as a publication 
launched in New York in 194S aiming at national 
circulation,, which the Committee found to be from 
its inception notoriously Stalinist in its staff, 
writers, management, and contents. 

It is noted that Nexvark Confidential Informant T-3., 
of known reliability^ advised that the Progressive 
Party of the State of New Jersey is controlled by 
the Communist Party of New Jersey, T-.3 also stated 
that the majorplty of the Progressive Party functionaries 
in the State of Now Jersey were members of the Goimiunist 
Party and that one of the major jobs of the CP was to 
build up the Progressive Party^ 

It is further noted that, according to T-3 , KATHSRIKE 
VAN ORDEN was a Communist Party member and had attended 
C9mmunist Party meetings ♦ T^3 stated that K/iTHECRINB 
Van ORDEN was a member as. of January, 1950, and had been 
a member 'for a few years prior to that date. The 
Informant also stated that she took a leading roll in ths 
Progressive Party in Nev; Jersey^

They conctirred in stating 
substantially that THOMPSON, Sr^, is in their 
opinions, of excellent character and rep^tation^ 
a loyal iiiu^rican, and completely above reproach. 
They further stated that THOl^'JPSON is a pa,st 
Post Commander of the American Legion Post of 
Maplewood, N.J., and has been extremely active 
in civic affairs. 
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All of the afore-mentioned persons advised 
that whereas they are accaainted with THOICSOM^ 
Jr,3 who is. known as KEITH^ they have no 
knowledge as to his activities^ friends^ or 
associates.

Newark Confidential Informant T^U^ of unknown 
reliability, advised that he has been a very 
close personal friend of^ the THOMPSON family 
for over twenty years* According to T-4, 
THOMPSON, Sr,j is deeply chagrined about his 
son*s activities in connection with the captioned 
committees, T-4 stated that he personally believes 
THOMPSON, Jr., is possibly a sexual pervert^ but 
that he has absolutely no proof of any type 
concerning this^. T-4 also said that the corres- 
pondence for the committees seems to be carried on 
by THOi^'IPSON, Jr,,, at his apartment. 

Tt.4 stated that he has at no time heard any 
statement ma.de by THOMPSON, Jr,, as to any other 
persons being associated with the committees. 
He further advised that he believes THOMPSON, Jr,;, 
is employed in New York City at an interior 
decorating firm, the E, M* Latson Company, According 
to T^k, he has had no indication of THOMPSON, Jr,, 
having any close friends or associates in the Newark 
area inasmuch as he seems to spend his weekends

United States, but that his grandfather was- born in Gerrnanj'*.. 
He said that at an early age y his grandfather imrnigra-oed to thqr 
United States and established a meat packo^ng company in 
Jersey City, M.J», whiqh is now very 'prosperous-^ This company 
is knox^ a^ the Fleckenstein & Sons Meat Packers and is still 
operated by the family,. 

FLEGKENSTSIl^ went, on to say that, although his^ i'amily no longer ^ 
has any close relative? i^ Germany, they nevertheless have been 
very interested in German culture and the v/ellr*being of the 
people of Ger^iiiany. He stated that they continue to maintain their 
summer home in Aschaffenburg^ Bavaria,. Germany, which was acquired 
by them in 1900, and where they vacation as often as conditions. 
permt. 

EDi^ARD FtECiqjNSTSIN said that he has travelled to Germany 
approximately ten times between 1924 and 1938, but has not been 
there since the latter date. He stated that he is contemplating 
a trip there during the first part of 1952, conditions permitting. 

FliEGKEwSTEIN stated that he has been completely disassociated 
with the operation of the family meat packing business and has 
devoted his training and energies to causes which he f ee3,s will 
hasten the rehabilitation of the Germain people. He stated that 
he is the President of the Voters Alliance for ivmericans of 
German Ancestry. In connection with this organization, 
FLECKENSTEIN stated that it has not been directed or influenced 
in any way by any foreign individual^ political party, or group.. 
He said that the YAAGA works closely with other American-German 
organisations in the United States » according to FLEGiuDNSTEIN, 
because of „ his Germain background^ his many trips to Germany, hia 
writings on German matters, and his interest in postwar Germany, 
hq is well known in political circles in Germany.

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FLECKENSTEIN added that in 1951 he received an invitatibn 
froia K-m iraiZ r^RIE3TER, the German leader of the '^Europe 
Soci?,l Hovement," to address a conference of that gro.up 
held at Si^reden. FLECIOSKSTEIN stated that he did not attend 
this meeting. ^ He further stated that another contact pf his 
in Gerraany is Dr^ RUDOLF :.3GHta\tAUS9.^ 'former defense counsel 
at the Nuremburg Trials'. . FLEGKEK3i?BIN advised that, if he 
travels to Germany in 19^3 a3 he plans ;, he may ask Dr.
